The  Michigan  state  show  held  at 
the  Dearborn  Hyatt  Regency  hotel 
the  Friday  through  Sunday  following 
Thanksgiving  was  great  as  usual. 

Attendance  was  good,  but  surplus 
money  didn’t  seem  to  be  in  evidence 
by  way  of  investors.  so  the 
collectors  were  able  to  find  many 
items  for  their  collections  at  more 
reasonable  prices.  Generic  coins 
are  down  as  much  as  50%,  which  probably  affects  the 
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whole  hobby,  especially  slabbed  coins.  Collector  coins 
sold  well  and  paper  money  is  still  holding  it’s  own.  I 
had  a real  good  show  and  met  a lot  of  new  people  as  well 
as  chatting  with  all  the  old  acquaintances. 

We  had  four  exhibitors  this  year  in  US  paper  money  that 
were  members  of  our  club.  This  is  a greater  number  than 
they  had  in  most  of  the  other  seven  catagories, 
including  coins. 

John  Nameas  won  $25  in  cash  for  the  best  of  show  award 
for  his  exhibit  on  US  $2  notes  from  1863  through  the 
small  size  1929  series.  Nice  exhibit  John! ! ! Also,  all 
other  paper  money  exhibitors  received  books  on 
numismatics.  Those  people  were:  Tom  Warfel  (mint  marked 
currency  from  Fort  worth),  Bob  Hatfield  (25  cent 
Fractional  Currency),  and  Joe  Mikolajczyk  ($10  FRN’s). 

Exhibiting  is  very  educational  and  we  would  like  more 
exhibits  for  the  Spring  show,  which  will  be  held  in 
Lansing. ...  so , start  preparing  now  and  you,  too,  will 
receive  some  free  books. 

At  our  PMCM  meeting  on  Saturday,  November  30  we  resolved 
to  send  a letter  to  the  ANA  in  support  of  the  1994  ANA 
Convention  to  be  held  in  the  wonderful  city  of  Detroit. 
Mr.  J.H.  Cline  has  taken  it  upon  himself  to  try  to 
influence  other  dealers  to  boycott  the  ANA  in  Detroit 
which  all  the  Michiganders  prefer,  as  it  is  close  to 
home  and  far  more  comfortable  and  safe  than  it  would  be 
in  many  other  large  U.S.  cities  (Editor’s  Note... As  a 
retired  Detroit  Police  Inspector  who  spent  a good  deal 
of  his  career  working  in  Downtown  Detroit,  I can  say 
with  some  expertise,  that  the  Downtown  convention  area 
is  as  safe  as  any  other  convention  area  in  the  country. 
Conventions  are  big  business  in  Detroit  and  the  police 
department  is  not  about  to  let  conventioners  be 
victimized  by  crime... the  International  Chiefs  of  Police 
are  having  their  1992  convention  there. .. because  they 
had  such  a great  time  in  Detroit  in  1984) 

We  also  approved  a letter  from  Treasurer  Bob  Thiel  to 
have  two  signatures  on  all  bank  transactions  involving 
our  Mutual  Fund  Account.  This  account  is  to  help  us 
gain  some  interest  on  our  extra  funds  and  it  is  doing 
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fine.  Interest  rates  on  other  bank  accounts  is  down  to 
about  04%  which  is  the  lowest  they’ve  been  in  many 
years.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  had  this  extra 
account  for  the  last  four  years. 

This  is  the  end  of  1991  and  the  economy  has  really  been 
a tough  one  for  many  people.  Let’s  hope  1992  is  a big 
turnaround  and  the  economy  gets  booming  again.  In  the 
mean  time  I know  that  all  of  us  addicted  collectors  will 
keep  adding  to  our  collections.  I just  added  an 
expensive  Note  to  my  collection  of  Michigan  National’s, 
so  regardless  of  the  economy  we  will  all  keep  searching 
for  new  finds.

FALL  WITHIN  THIS  CATEGORY.  THE  AUTHOR  HAS  DOCUMENTED  THREE  OF  THESE 
ON  DIFFERENT  BANKS  FOR  TEXAS.  MRS.  J.H.  MOORE  SIGNED  THIRD  CHARTER 
PLAIN  BACKS  ON  THE  FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK  OF  DEPORT  AS  PRESIDENT  - CHAR- 
TER NUMBER  6430.  MRS.  M.S.  PIERSON'S  FACSIMILIE  SIGNATURE  APPEARS  ON 
SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  TWO  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES  ON  THE  HASKELL  NATIONAL  BANK

TEXAS  WOMEN  HAVE  A LONG  HISTORY  IN  BANKING.  THE  TEXAS  WOMEN 
BANKERS  ASSOCIATION  WAS  FOUNDED  IN  1912.  THE  TWBA  WAS  ESTABLISHED  AS 
AN  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  TEXAS  BANKERS  ASSOCIATION  BY  PROGRESSIVE  WOMEN 
BANKERS.  THIS  WAS  THE  FIRST  ORGANIZATION  OF  ITS  TYPE  IN  THE  NATION. 
THE  TWBA  DISBANDED  IN  1918  DUE  TO  WORLD  WAR  I AND  ITS  MEMBERS  STEPPED 
IN  TO  FILL  THE  BANK  POSTS  OF  THE  MEN  WHILE  THEY  WERE  IN  THE  SERVICE. 
TEXAS  WOMEN  BECAME  MORE  INTEGRATED  IN  BANKING  EVEN  THOUGH  THE  TWBA 

DISBANOED.

NATIONAL  BANK  OF  MERCEDES * TEXAS.  LOOK  CLOSELY  AT  THE  STAMPED  SIGNA- 
TURES OF  THE  BANK  OFFICER’S  - THE  CASHIER  IS  S.H.  LEONARD  AND  THE 
ACTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT  (YES  - ACTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT!)  IS  J.E.  HAYNES. 
THIS  SIGNATURE  REPLACES  THE  PRESIDENT'S  SIGNATURE.  ANOTHER  RUBBER 
STAMP  HAS  BEEN  USED  TO  ADD  THE  WORDS  "ACTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT"  TO  THE 
NOTE.  THIS  IS  QUITE  UNUSUAL.  OTHER  EXCEPTIONS  TO  A PRESIDENT  SIGN- 
ING NOTES  ARE  VICE  PRESIDENTS*  FIRST  VICE  PRESIDENTS*  SECOND  VICE 
PRESIDENTS  AND  EVEN  ACTING  VICE  PRESIDENTS.  THESE  ADDITIONS  TO  A 
NOTE  CAN  EITHER  BE  HAND-WRITTEN,  RUBBER-STAMPED*  PRINTED  OR  IN  EX- 
TREMELY RARE  CASES  ENGRAVED  INTO  THE  PRINTING  PLATE.  HOWEVER,  THE 
SIGNATURE  OF  AN  "ACTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT"  REMAINS  IN  A CLASS  BY  ITSELF.
